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HIGHER  EDUCATION,  like  politics,  is 
caught  up  in  a process  of  accelerating 
change.  If  you  have  ever  seen  compressed 
time  pictures  of  parthenogenesis  showing 
single-celled  creatures  multiplying,  expanding 
and  changing  their  shape  and  color,  you  will 
get  the  feeling  of  what  is  happening  at  Pine 
Manor.  Much,  if  not  most,  of  this  change  has 
been  stimulated  by  students  who  recognize 
that  institutions  have  gotten  out  of  phase  with 
people.  No  one  who  reads  is  unaware  of  Co- 
lumbia, Paris  and  the  McCarthy  campaign. 

The  multiplication  effect  is  evident  at  Pine 
Manor:  two  new  deans,  sixteen  new  instruc- 
tors, thirty-two  new  courses,  three  hundred 
and  twenty  new  freshmen.  With  each  tick 
of  the  clock  someone  in  our  community  has 
an  idea. 


ADVOCATING  CHANGE  is  easier  than 
managing  it.  We  are  concerned  that  Pine 
Manor  be  strengthened  through  growth  and 
breadth  without  the  depersonalization  and  ri- 
gidity that  have  been  the  lot  of  some.  The 
Office  of  the  Deans  is  one  office  with  a num- 
ber of  people  in  it.  The  Dean  of  Students  is 
here  to  talk  about  permissions,  problems, 
academic  or  personal,  and  anything  else  per- 
taining to  college  life.  The  Dean  of  Faculty 
is  primarily  concerned  with  curriculum  plan- 
ning and  faculty  matters.  Together  we  are 
interested  and  involved  in  everything  that 
takes  place  in  the  College. 


THE  THINKING  THAT  UNDERLIES 
CHANGEat  Pine  Manor  is  in  the  province  of 
college  committees.  The  committee  structure 
is  similar  to  that  of  a legislature,  in  which 
responsibilities  are  assigned  to  small  groups, 
who  then  develop  specific  proposals  to  be 
acted  on  by  the  faculty,  administration  and 
trustees.  The  Academic  Council,  consisting 
of  the  President,  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  heads 
of  departments  and  student  representatives, 
will  undertake  the  needed  revisions  to  the 
curriculum  and  the  calendar.  The  concern  of 
this  Council  will  be  to  offer  the  strongest  pos- 
sible set  of  courses  to  give  the  students  a 
range  of  choices  of  fields  of  concentration  in 
their  continuing  education.  The  Council  will 
also  be  concerned  about  the  balance  between 
group  study  and  individual  work  in  our  pro- 
gram. 

The  College  Life  Committee,  new  to  Pine 
Manor  this  year  and  composed  of  faculty  and 
student  members,  will  meet  regularly  to  dis- 
cuss any  matters  of  general  concern  to  the 
college  community.  (See  page  8 for  report.) 


WE  HOPE  TO  CONTINUE  AND  EXPAND 
the  program  of  speakers,  seminars  and  per- 
formances on  the  campus  through  the  Speak- 
ers and  Programs  Committee.  The  many  in- 
terests present  at  Pine  Manor  will  be  repre- 
sented in  drawing  on  the  resources  of  the 
Boston  area  and  the  nation  for  stimulation  to 
our  thinking  and  understanding. 


THERE  WILL  BE  TWO  NEW  ADVISORY 
COMMITTEES  of  the  faculty  this  year.  In 
preparing  for  our  future  growth,  we  must 
continually  consider  our  admission  policies 
and  practices.  Pine  Manor  has  always  at- 
tracted good  students,  mainly  from  business 
and  professional  families  who  can  afford  the 
costs  of  private  education.  The  Admissions 
Advisory  Committee  will  discuss  ways  in 
which  the  student  body  of  the  future  can  be 
diversified,  and  greater  financial  assistance 
can  be  given  to  enable  more  girls  to  consider 
coming  to  Pine  Manor.  The  other  advisory 
group  will  work  with  the  college  librarian  to 
improve  the  current  collection  and  to  begin 
planning  for  a new  library  and  learning  center. 

PERHAPS  OUR  MOST  SIGNIFICANT  AD- 
DITION to  the  faculty-administration  task 
forces  will  be  the  Long  Range  Planning  Group. 
This  group  of  ten  will  be  asking,  “What  kind 
of  college  should  Pine  Manor  be  striving  to 
be  in  the  1970’s?  What  will  be  the  educational 
needs  of  society  and  where  in  the  spectrum 
of  colleges,  universities  and  multiversities  does 
Pine  Manor  belong?  Which  are  our  long 
term  strengths,  and  where  should  we  be  com- 
mitting our  resources  for  the  coming  decade?” 

We  know  that  students,  parents,  and  alum- 
nae will  consider  themselves  an  important 
part  of  the  progress  of  Pine  Manor.  We  are 
all  in  this  together,  friends.

New  Courses 


AMERICAN  SOCIAL  THOUGHT  6 credits 

Through  materials  and  methods  drawn  from  the  dis- 
ciplines of  literature,  history,  religion,  and  .philosophy, 
this  course  will  explore  the  nature  and  changes  of  Ameri- 
can society  from  the  colonial  period  to  the  nineteen  twen- 
ties. Topics  that  will  be  given  particular  descriptive  and 
critical  emphasis  are  the  varieties  of  bigotry,  and  the 
traditions  of  radical  dissent. 

Three  appointments  weekly.  Mr.  Berlin 


NINETEENTH  CENTURY  ART  3 credits 

The  course  is  designed  to  present  the  background  and 
development  of  painting,  sculpture  and  architecture  from 
the  rise  of  neoclassicism  through  the  culmination  of  the 
various  schools  of  impressionism  in  order  to  establish 
a foundation,  understanding  and  appreciation  for  the  art 
of  the  twentieth  century.  (Second  semester  companion 
course  is  Twentieth  Century  Art.) 

Three  appointments  weekly.  Mrs.  Samaras 


DISCUSSION  TECHNIQUES  3 credits 

This  course  offers  the  study  of  the  technique  of  public 
discussion  of  various  types,  such  as  the  informal  discus- 
sion, the  panel  discussion,  and  the  forum,  and  is  de- 
signed to  increase  proficiency  in  participating  in  these 
situations.  The  course  also  includes  a study  of  the 
fundamentals  of  parliamentary  procedure  and  microphone 
techniques. 

Three  appointments  weekly.  Mrs.  Sullivan 

THE  NEGRO  IN  AMERICAN  HISTORY 

3 or  6 credits 

Beginning  with  the  background  of  early  civilizations  in 
Africa,  this  course  traces  the  Negro  through  slavery  to 
freedom  in  America.  Emphasis  will  be  given  to  the  con- 
tributions of  the  Negro  to  society  and  to  outstanding 
individuals.  The  second  semester  will  concentrate  on 
significant  court  decisions  since  1938,  the  Negro  Revolu- 
tion of  the  1960’s,  and  on  Non-Violence  and  Black  Power.

Presented  on  these  pages  is  a sampling  of  the  new  and  relevant  courses 
designed  to  challenge  today's  searching  and  discriminating  students. 


THE  GOLDEN  AGE  OF  SPANISH 
LITERATURE  6 credits 

In  this  course  the  student  will  read  and  discuss  works  of 
the  outstanding  writers  of  prose  and  poetry  of  the  six- 
teenth and  seventeenth  centuries.  The  first  semester  is 
devoted  to  the  development  of  the  Spanish  National 
Theatre  by  Lope  de  Vega  and  his  followers,  Tirse  de 
Molina,  Guillen  de  Castro,  Mira  de  Amerscua,  and  the 
Baroque  Theatre  of  Calderon  de  la  Barca,  Rojas  Zorilla, 
and  Moreto.  The  second  semester  covers  the  prose  of 
Cervantes’  Don  Quixote  and  the  Exemplary  Novels,  the 
picaresque  novel  and  the  writings  of  the  mystics,  Santa 
Teresa  de  Jesus,  Fray  Luis  de  Leon  and  San  Juan  de 
la  Cruz. 

Three  appointments  weekly.  Dr.  Garcia-Romero 

DEMOCRACY  IN  INDIA  SINCE 
INDEPENDENCE  3 credits 

The  constitution  of  India  is  studied,  with  special  empha- 
sis on  elections,  governmental  structure  and  operations, 
local  government,  and  changing  political  attitudes  since 
independence.  Democracy  in  India  is  compared  with  that 
in  the  United  States. 

Three  appointments  weekly.  Mrs.  Rajpal 

THE  RELIGIONS  OF  THE  MIDDLE  EAST 

3 credits 

Judaism,  Christianity,  and  Islam  are  studied  within  the 
context  of  the  Middle  East.  The  influence  of  the  religious 
beliefs  and  customs  of  ancient  Egypt,  Mesopotamia,  and 
Persia  upon  these  traditions  is  given  some  consideration. 

Three  appointments  weekly.  Miss  Pierce 

THE  URBAN  COMMUNITY  3 credits 

This  course  briefly  states  the  historical  development  of 
the  urban  society  from  its  folk  community  origins  to  the 
megalopolis.  Primary  attention  will  be  given  to  the  an- 
alysis of  contemporary  urban  problems,  such  as  housing, 
transportation,  education,  crime,  and  their  possible  solu- 
tions.

THE  RELIGIONS  OF  INDIA  3 credits 

Hinduism,  Buddhism,  Jainism,  and  Sikhism  are  studied  as 
religions  which  originated  in  India.  Also  studied  are 
Judaism,  Christianity,  Islam,  and  Zoroastrianism  as  they 
were  introduced  and  developed  in  India.  Other  topics 
studied  include  the  following:  history  and  practice  of 
tribes  with  animistic  beliefs;  customs  related  to  religious 
ceremonies  at  birth,  marriage,  and  death;  attitude  towards 
religion  today. 

Three  appointments  weekly.  Mrs.  Rajpal 

THE  MIDDLE  EAST  IN  MODERN  TIMES 

3 credits 

The  course  will  emphasize  the  emergence  of  nationalism 
in  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries  within  the  ter- 
ritory of  the  Ottoman  Empire;  the  problems  resulting 
from  attempts  at  modernization  and  westernization  of  the 
people  of  the  area;  the  policies  of  Great  Britain  and 
France  during  the  post-World  War  I mandates;  the  in- 
volvement of  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  in 
the  area;  the  social,  economic,  and  political  progress  of 
such  countries  as  Egypt,  Iraq,  Iran,  Israel,  Jordan,  Leb- 
anon, Saudi  Arabia,  Syria,  and  Turkey. 

Three  appointments  weekly.  Miss  Pierce 

SOCIAL  PSYCHOLOGY  3 credits 

This  course  seeks  to  present  an  understanding  of  the  in- 
terrelationships of  the  individual,  society,  and  culture. 
It  also  presents  the  social  and  cultural  influences  upon 
individual  and  interpersonal  behavior.  Emphasis  will  be 
given  to  the  developing  personality  in  social  and  cultural 
contexts  including  the  small  group. 

Three  appointments  weekly  Mr.  Ried 

RACIAL  AND  ETHNIC  RELATIONS  3 credits 

This  course  describes  the  position  of  racial  and  ethnic 
minorities  in  the  social  structure.  The  causes  and  con- 
sequences of  prejudice  and  discrimination  are  analyzed. 
Considerable  attention  is  also  given  to  the  causes,  con- 
sequences, and  implications  of  urban  rioting.

Anyone  from  the  college  community  may  request  a meeting 
of  the  members;  the  Committee  may  ask  anyone  to  discuss  issues  with  it.  Further,  it  is  the  intent  of  the 
Committee  to  keep  the  entire  community  informed  of  its  deliberations. 

Classes  had  hardly  begun  when  the  Council  of  Seven  (which  is  composed  of  the  President  of  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment, as  Chairman,  the  Officers  of  the  Student  Government,  and  the  Senior  and  Freshman  Class  Presidents) 
requested  to  meet  with  the  College  Life  Committee.  The  concerns  included  the  Pine  Manor  Law,  the  Honor 
Code,  their  own  jurisdiction,  and  many  of  the  "social"  regulations.  Discussions  are  in  process  and  undoubt- 
edly will  continue  for  some  time.  It  is  hoped  that  a number  of  significant  and  healthy  changes  will  be  made 
throughout  the  year. 

It  is  the  position  of  Pine  Manor  and  the  contention  of  this  new  Committee  that  the  College  does  not  have  to 
be  run  by  any  one  segment  of  the  community.  It  is  possible  for  issues  to  be  discussed  by  all  concerned  and 
for  change  to  come  about  through  democratic  processes.  This  year  there  is  an  occasion  for  all  to  be  heard 
and  for  the  entire  community  to  create  that  milieu  which  is  conducive  to  a harmonious  life  together  and  to 
academic  excellence.

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A New  Village 
And  A New  Size 

With  the  opening  of  South  Village  this  fall,  Pine  Manor  took  an 
impressive  step  forward,  moving  from  an  enrollment  of  423  students 
in  1967-68  to  one  of  507  in  1968-69.  The  present  student  body  includes 
187  seniors  and  320  freshmen,  representing  35  states,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  seven  foreign  countries. 

Although  rooms  were  ready  for  occupancy  on  the  first  day  of 
college,  South  Village  was  not  officially  opened  until  September  24 
when  a ribbon-cutting  ceremony,  attended  by  students,  faculty,  trus- 
tees and  other  guests,  took  place.  The  Village  consists  of  five  resi- 
dences, housing  134  students,  and  a commons  building,  containing  a 
resident  counselor’s  suite  and  a central  lounge  with  fireplace.  Like 
its  sister  Villages,  East  and  West,  South,  as  it  is  already  familiarly 
known,  is  of  brick  construction  and  contemporary  design  and  is 
arranged  around  an  inviting  inner  courtyard.

Burdens  of 
Responsibility 

Despite  a good  deal  of  verbal  back- 
sliding and  some  ambigious  qualifications 
to  the  plan  originally  adopted  by  the 
faculty,  Pine  Manor  this  year  inaugurates 
(older  members  of  the  staff  tell  us  not 
for  the  first  time)  a system  under  which 
each  senior  is  responsible  for  her  own 
class  attendance.  That  is  to  say,  with- 
out mincing  words,  we  have  now  a free 
cut  system.  Seniors  may  attend  or  not 
attend  classes  at  their  pleasure.  This 
system  puts  heavy  pressures  on  both 
faculty  and  students,  and  it  is  with  these 
pressures  that  I wish  to  deal  here. 

The  burdens  of  the  student  are  large. 
Each  student  is  required  to  judge  the 
value  of  her  own  education  — the  most 
difficult  assignment,  I am  sure,  that  she 
will  have  to  face  this  year.  The  standard 
of  judgment  ought  to  be  not  whether  a 
student  can  pass  examinations  in  a course 
by  copying  and  memorizing  others’  notes 
outside  of  class,  but  whether  there  is  any 
intangible  value  that  can  be  got  from  a 
class  or  series  of  classes  that  is  not  re- 
flected in  the  notes  or  “briefings”  of  an- 
other student.  Since  these  benefits  are 
intangible,  they  are  difficult  to  evaluate. 
In  any  course  that  is  worth  going  to  at 
all,  most  of  the  truly  important  material 
cannot  be  distilled  into  writing.  A much 
more  efficient  method  of  obtaining  dis- 
tillable material  is  to  read  a book.  What 
one  learns  from  a good  class  are  the  tech- 
niques of  critical,  analytical,  and  creative 
thinking.  These  techniques  are  learned 
slowly  and  subtly,  so  that  to  sit  through 
three  classes  and  come  to  the  decision 
that  the  class  is  worthless  because  one 
has  not  learned  anything  is  to  mistake 
facts  for  knowledge,  to  mistake  getting 
information  for  learning.  I have  an  in- 
tellectual law:  the  amount  of  real  learn- 
ing is  in  inverse  proportion  to  the 
“things”  that  one  can  readily  assert  that 
one  has  learned.  . . . 

The  opportunities  for  self-deception  are 
large.  A student  must  take  care  not  to 
allow  excuses  to  blur  the  imperative  re- 
sponsibility for  making  hard  decisions. 
When  a student  finds  herself  sleeping 
through  a particular  class,  or  cutting  a 
class  because  of  pressing  social  engage- 
ments, or  studying  for  an  examination  in 
another  course  instead  of  attending  a 
scheduled  one,  she  ought  to  scrutinize 
her  motives.  If  the  course  is  no  good, 
admit  it  without  rationalization.  It  is  as 
irresponsible  to  cut  a worthwhile  class 
for  a “reasonable  reason”  as  it  is  to  cut  a 
worthwhile  class  for  no  particular  reason 
at  all.  Students  have  a genuine  and  deep 
responsibility  to  attend  every  session  of 
a good  course.

POWER 

Student  power  should  not  solely  im- 
ply the  taking  over  of  buildings  or 
anarchy  or  ten  thousand  students  carry- 
ing ten  thousand  signs.

Pine  Manor  is 
not  the  University  of  California  at  Berke- 
ley. Let’s  not  pretend  it  is. 

Student  power  at  Pine  Manor  does  not 
require  a student  mass  to  make  demands 
known  to  the  faculty  and  the  adminis- 
tration. One  can  do  that  in  our  small 
community  by  raising  a solitary  voice. 
Our  student  is  a very  manageable  one: 
our  power  relies  less  on  numbers,  and 
more  on  our  concepts  of,  and  our  ap- 
proaches to  changes.  Furthermore,  “we 
are  all  in  this  together  friends.”  Dean 
Austin  said  it  well.  The  faculty  and  the 
administration  not  only  are  aware  of  a 
desire  for  change,  but  they  are  also  in- 
terested and  willing  to  react.  We  are 
two  steps  ahead  of  thousands  of  cam- 
puses throughout  the  country  — let’s  not 
overlook  our  good  fortune:  and  let’s  not 
abuse  it. 

Allow  our  power  to  be  power  sup- 
ported by  questions  followed  by  answers; 
a question  alone  is  not  sufficient.  Our 
power  must  be  thoughtful  consideration 
rather  than  negativism  with  no  direction. 
Let’s  think  in  prosaic  rather  than  poetic 
terms.  But  above  all,  think.  That  is 
our  power.

For  1968-69,  the  College 
Budget  exceeds  two  million  dollars,  a sizeable  amount  for  a small  institution  that  has  only 
507  students  and  116  full-time  and  part-time  employees.  Alumnae,  parents,  and  other 
readers  may  be  interested  to  know  about  Pine  Manor’s  financial  status,  as  well  as  the 
sources  and  purposes  of  its  operating  funds.  The  following  tables  illustrate,  in  a simple, 
uncomplicated  way,  both  the  College’s  financial  position  and  its  operating  income  and  costs:

MR.  William  P.  Person,  Vice  President  for  Operations,  draws  the  reader’s  attention  to 
several  things  in  these  balance  sheets,  with  reference  first  to  the  Statement  of  Assets, 
Liabilities,  and  Fund  Balances.  In  June  of  1962,  when  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  received  a new 
charter  and  became  independent  of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools,  it  had  no  monetary  assets.  By  June 
30,  1968,  Pine  Manor’s  assets  exceeded  $10,000,000,  $4,185,000  of  which  are  encumbered  by  long 
term  (40-yearJ,  low-interest  ( 3 V4  % ) government  bonds  to  finance  student  housing  (the  Villages). 
He  also  points  out  that  our  cash  requirements,  including  work  on  extensive  current  construction, 
have  been  so  great  that  the  College  had  a cash  deficit  of  $309,219  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
(June  30). 

In  commenting  upon  current  income  and  expense,  Mr.  Person  notes  that  the  receipts  from 
the  1967-68  Alumnae  Fund  were  used  for  financial  aid  to  deserving  students  and  for  increased 
faculty  salaries.  Although  Alumnae  Fund  receipts  did  not  take  care  of  all  of  the  salary  increases 
required,  they  did  accomplish  a great  deal,  and  they  permitted  a significant  rise  in  student  aid 
for  the  year.  With  the  continued  strong  help  of  Pine  Manor  alumnae,  even  more  can  be  done 
in  this  important  area.  The  item  labeled  “Excess  of  income  — $35,317”  has  been  used  for  cur- 
rent cash  requirements,  particularly  things  like  classroom  equipment. 

It  is  significant  that  Pine  Manor  has  virtually  no  endowment  income.  Consequently  the  tui- 
tion, room,  and  board  fees  must  provide  sufficient  cash  for  normal  operations,  including  debt 
service  of  $500  per  student.  The  College  continues  to  establish  itself  ever  more  firmly  on  the 
new  campus,  but  new  construction,  the  renovation  of  older  buildings,  and  site  work  are  both 
extensive  and  expensive.  It  is  particularly  significant,  Mr.  Person  feels,  that  Pine  Manor  is  able 
to  do  so  much  with  its  dollars  — despite  the  debt  service  of  $500  per  student.  It  does  as  well  as 
or  better  than  other  two-year  colleges  for  women  in  instructing,  housing,  feeding  and  extra- 
curricular matters,  but  it  could  do  very  much  more  if  the  College  had  a good  endowment  fund 
to  reduce  or  even  eliminate  the  debt-service  overhead.

“The  year  for  me  was  one  which  broad 
ened  my  horizons  enormously  and  I would 
not  have  traded  this  experience  for  any- 
thing.”

Tannisse  Twyman  Blatchford  has  news 
from  Wayne,  Ind.:  “We  have  formed  a com- 
mittee of  five  women  and  have  embarked 
on  the  writing  of  the  first  full  history  of  the 
church  at  Wayne,  which  will  be  100  years 
old  in  1971.  One  member  of  the  committee 
is  a direct  descendant  of  a pioneer  who 
arrived  in  Wayne  Township  in  1837.  An- 
other member  is  married  to  a direct  de- 
scendant of  another  pioneer,  who  arrived 
here  in  1844  from  New  York  state  and  was 
one  of  the  charter  members  of  the  church. 
The  research  is  like  solving  a puzzle  with 
some  old-time  families,  many  of  whom 
have  moved  away,  providing  the  missing 
pieces.  It  is  an  extraordinarily  interesting 
project.  The  church  is  Congregational  and 
has  been  the  focal  point  of  the  town  since 
its  beginning.  Wayne  is  still  a tiny  com- 
munity with  one  grocery  store,  post  office, 
and  two  gas  stations,  and  the  present  popu- 
lation is  550.  However,  the  developers  have 
found  us,  so  that  we  will  be  lucky  if  we  re- 
tain a vestige  of  the  historical  past.”  Tan- 
nisse also  enclosed  a lovely  print  of  the 
church  on  a Sunday  leaflet  — very  New  Eng- 
land looking.  Sometimes  I think  we  all 
ought  to  live  in  small  towns  and  get  to 
24  know  our  fellow  men  better.

“Once-Poor  Student  Gives  Syracuse  U.  $3-Million 
Estate.”  That  was  the  headline  of  an  item  in  the  New 
York  Times  for  May  10.  The  news  story  reported  that  a 
74-year-old  Texan,  who  supported  himself  at  Syracuse 
more  than  50  years  ago  by  washing  dishes  and  waiting 
on  tables,  had  given  his  entire  estate  to  the  University. 
After  retiring  in  1946  as  the  Vice  President  for  Sales  of  a 
large  publishing  firm,  he  built  his  fortune  on  a series  of 
oil  investments.  Once  a teacher  himself,  and  then  a book 
salesman,  this  gentleman  remembered  his  college  and 
will  see  his  gift  put  to  use  while  he  is  still  alive.  He  and 
his  wife  have  turned  over  their  estate  to  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity under  a deferred  giving  program,  and  they  will 
receive  an  income  for  the  rest  of  their  lives.  The  Uni- 
versity will  begin  construction  of  a new  library  in  the 
near  future,  to  be  named  for  this  benefactor.
